When Kingscliff returns to action in the Stan

have got to give him a run,” said Alner. “No 
matter how fit you get them at home, there is 
nothing like the racecourse to put an edge on 
them.

FREDDY SHEPHERD will resist the calls of a 
minority of the Toon Army to axe Graeme 
Souness, just three months into his 


Newcastle reign. 


And justifiably so. For despite the Geordies’ alarming 
slump down the table — culminating in Sunday’s depress- 
ing 3-1 defeat at Liverpool — only the Scot’s most blinkered 
critics would deny him the chance to spend the cash the 
Newcastle chairman has promised when the transfer win- 


dow reopens next week. 


Souness’ appointment as Sir Bobby Robson’s successor 
came too late for him to bring in his own players, leaving 
him to work with the squad he inherited. 

Fans are split on who is to blame for Newcastle’s current 


problems. Those who want 
the manager sacked are 
probably matched by those 
who claim Robson is pri- 
marily responsible for the 
club’s predicament. 

But most hold views 
somewhere in between. 

Though few had Souness 
at the top of their wanted 
list in the autumn, they are 
prepared to reserve judge- 
ment until the end of the 
season, when he has had 
the chance to stamp his 
own identity on the squad. 

What is not in question is 
that Newcastle have gone 
backwards under his man- 
agement. Again, opinion is 
divided, with some insist- 
ing poor results at the end 
of last season prove the 
decline had already set in. 

Optimism 

The anti-Souness camp 
counter by claiming bizarre 
team selections, bad tactics 
and a confrontational man- 
agement style are to blame 
for the current mess. 

And the former Liverpool 
boss’s own words hardly 
help his cause, because he 
has become a victim of his 
own optimism. 

On arrival at St James’ 
Park, he announced he was 
the luckiest man in the 
world to inherit a squad 
bristling with talent, 
claiming Robson had done 
such a good job that only 
fine-tuning was required. 

The soundbites gradually 
became less upbeat, with 
Souness saying — not with- 
out good cause — that with 
such glaring defensive 
inadequacies, he was 
working with a horribly 
ill-balanced squad. 

And while he has not 
gone so far as to openly 
criticise the man he 
replaced, last week he 
came close by arguing that 
if the squad had been good 
enough, Robson would still 
be in charge. Yet the 


Souness era started with a 
nine-match unbeaten run. 
But, in hindsight, that 
early form was misleading, 
with three UEFA Cup wins 
against Sakhnin (twice) 
and Panionios, and 


Premiership successes 
over Southampton, West 
Brom and Manchester City. 

The 4-3 win over City on 
October 24 was the Toon’s 
last at St James’ Park and 
it is a worrying statistic 
that of the five clubs they 
have beaten in the league, 
Kevin Keegan’s side — in 
10th place — are the only 
one currently in the top 
half of the table. 

Newcastle still see them- 
selves as members of the 
“Big Five”. Yet whenever 
they have played one of 
their so-called peers they 
have lost, often heavily. 

Repair 

Shepherd is adamant 
that a club who have 
become accustomed to 
competing in Europe can- 
not afford a season of tran- 
sition and Souness is 
under no illusions. 

Nevertheless, even 
tough taskmaster Shep- 
herd must acknowledge 
that with Newcastle 
nearer the relegation 
zone than the top six, the 
months ahead are more 
about repair and revival 
than reward. 

Souness has already ear- 
marked Glasgow Rangers’ 
Jean Alain Boumsong and 
Abdoulaye Meite of 
Marseille as the two 
centre-halves he wants to 
bolster a defence which

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RONALDINHO last night insisted 
his snub to Manchester United and 
the Premiership was the key reason 
behind him being crowned FIFA’s 
World Player of the Year. 


The Brazilian superstar pipped Arsenal’s 
Thierry Henry and AC Milan striker Andriy 
Shevchenko to the award in Zurich last night. 

And Ronaldinho is adamant that his deci- 
sion to turn his back on Sir Alex Ferguson 
and other top managers in favour of a move 
to Barcelona sent his career soaring. 

The 24-year-old was lined up for a big-money 
move to United but enjoyed the best year of his 
career at the Nou Camp in 2004 after sending 
Barca to the top of Spain’s La Liga and into the 
knockout phase of the Champions League. 

And he admitted after lifting the award that 
the decision to turn down United’s advances 
in the summer of 2003 was the key factor. 


“I chose the right team and I feel very happy 
with my choice,” said Ronaldinho, whose 
freak goal for Brazil dumped England out of 
the World Cup finals in 2002. 

“Every day is a new surprise for me and I 
am very happy at Barcelona. 

“T want to be part of the history at the club 
in a winning period of time and I feel that era 
is already well under way now. 

“From the first day at Barcelona I knew it 
was perfect for me. Every day they do some- 
thing that feels like a surprise. Pm always 
happy and have never had any doubts.” 

Ronaldinho became the fourth Brazilian to 
be named World Player of the Year after 
Romario, Ronaldo and Rivaldo. 

He collected 620 points in the voting - made 
by coaches and captains of international 
teams — with Henry on 552 points and Ukraine 
hotshot Shevchenko on 253. 

England coach Sven Goran Eriksson and 
skipper David Beckham both chose Henry as 
their man of the year following his goalscor- 
ing exploits in Arsenal’s 49-game unbeaten 
run and Premiership title triumph. 

But Frenchman Henry was forced to settle 
for the runner-up spot for a second year in suc- 
cession having been beat- 
en to the award by inter-
